and has ſince received an approbation from his Majeſty 
of 'what he did, under the hand of a Secretary of State , 
yet could not thoſe peaple torbear to-raile talle and ſcan- 
dalous Reports of, and make falſe Accuſations againſt 
tim, upgn.this very account ; - but what is it they will 
not do toidiſcourage Proteſtant Magiſtrates from i doing 
their Duty a ainſt them? I confeſs. nothing is to be 
wondered at,fince the barbarous Murder of Sir Edw«xa- 
Bury-Godfrey. But to proceed, Gentlemen, we ſhali al- 
ſp prove ta you. that the Priſoner 1s 10: little a friend 
even to the Ciyil-Government of this Nation, that he 
would: rot ſuffer his Nephew Mr. Powzre/ to take ſo 
much as the Oath of Allegiance, which is ſcrupled on- 
ly by the Jeſyites, for.

His Farher and Mother were not out of 
England ( as appears) till about 1646 , and then the 
War was ended ; and the Priſoner conteſs'd himſelf to 
be abour Forty years of Age , which ſhews him born 
in Fnzland. He that but obſerves his Language , will 
find that the Tone of the Engliſh Language remains 
with him. One born in Wa/es, (though he come young 
from thence ) he will have a Welth Tone as long as he 
lives. The Priſoner tells you, That no man has pro- 
ved his being in Orders of the Church of Rowe , nor 
where, when, or by whom, made a Prieſt : Bur if all 
that were to be proved , it would make the Law idle 
and inſignificant. If he be made a Prieſt in Zngland, 
*tis as much as if made at St. Omers or Rome. Hedid 
own io Joſeph Dudley , That he was made a Jeſuit,and 
laboured to make a Convert of him in the Garden, when 
he was alone with him, The next was Thomas Hou, 
who courted a Woman, and muſt not have her, unleſs 
he turn'd Roman Catholick. Buszy muſt diſcourſe 
him , and make a Convert of him. He hears Basby 
preach three times , and heard him ſay Maſs ſeveral 
times ; and was not only married by him , but has been 
Confeſs'd and Abſolved by him divers times. . But Bus- 
&y's fallacious Argument has no weight in it ,, That be- 
cauſe he underſtands not Latine, therefore he proves 
it not Maſs, nor other Services of the Church of Roxxe. 
Dorothy Saunders ſpeaks to the ſame purpoſe , That he 

Con- 
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Confeſs'd and Abiolved her. And ſhe tells you , That 
ſhe has ſeen him elevate the Hoft , and has thewed you 
the manner how ; and. he pave her the Sacrament, 
which ſhe and the reſt took from him, as the Sacramenr. 
And that ſhe has ſeen him officiate in ſome of ths 
Robes produced in Court. Surah Clark ſpeaks to the 
fame purpole , and ſo did E/;zzabeth Evans, But Bus- 
by fays, Becaule this was done in an unknown Tongue, 
they cannot ſwear it; and that he is no Prieſt, becauſe 
they do not ſwear where , and when , he received his 
Orders. Whoever does exerciſe that Profeſſion , we 
do believe him of that Church. When a Miniſter of 
our Church preaches or officiates , we do not ſay , Pray 
ler us ſee your Orders firſt ; but if he officiate uſualiy 
as a Prieſt, 'tis . taken for granted that he is one. He 
can tell where he received his Orders , tut it may be 
cannot produce them upon all occaſions. Muſt he there- 
fore be no Prieſt ? Upon the whole, if you believe 
the Witnelles or any two of them , you are to find the 
Priſoner Guilty ; I believe you have had full Evidence, 
g0 together and conſider of it. RES
